Meeting Summary 

I. Review composition, roles, and responsibilities for CSAC members  

 The intent of today’s meeting is to discuss with internal city agencies how to shape and 

manage the Complete Streets Advisory Committee. The policy requires City agencies to 

dedicate a portion of staff time and resources to implement the policy. 
 Establishment of an advisory committee is specifically stated in the Complete Streets 

ordinance.  

 Keeping the committee a manageable size will allow it to be productive, working 

committee. 
 The advisory committee has oversight of implementation and directs DPW in consultation 

with the City Planning Commission to update rules and regulations so they are compliant 

with the policy. 
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II. Establish primary and secondary agency/org contacts  

 The committee should include representatives from: 

a. Department of Public Works 
b. City Planning Commission 

c. City Health Department 
d. New Orleans Police Department 

e. Parks and Parkways 

f. Regional Transit Authority 
g. Facilities, Infrastructure, & Community Development (Capital Projects) 

h. Safety and Permits 
i. Mayor’s Office of Communications/Mayor’s Office of Neighborhood Engagement 

j. Tourism industry (either New Orleans Convention and Visitor’s Bureau or New 
Orleans Tourism and Marketing Cooperation)  

k. Regional Planning Commission 

l. Representatives from three non-government advocacy groups such as people 
who advocate for people with disabilities, bicycle users and pedestrians, etc.  

 Additional potential invitees could include representatives from Entergy, Sewerage and 

Water Board of New Orleans, Cox Communications, New Orleans Fire Department, Office 
of Emergency Preparedness, representatives from each Council District and school 

districts.  

 
III. Advocacy group members are to sit on the committee for one year. DPW will develop an 

application for the advocacy group positions and post the requirements online. The groups 
applying should include their statement of interest, commit to the one-year appointment and 

have the ability to be generalists. 
 

IV. Discuss mission for CSAC  

 Each City agency will need to identify documents which should be updated to comply 

with the CS policy. Among those included are: DPW Plans and Specifications documents, 
Community Zoning Office Subdivision Regulations, Safety and Permits’ Building Codes, 

Parks and Parkways’ Specifications, Capital Projects’ Plans and Specifications documents 

 

V. Review draft New Orleans Complete Streets Program Management Plan 
 The CS Program’s goals were established at the Smart Grown America Workshop.  

 CS committee will explore the feasibility of combining CS implementation areas with the 

Fit NOLA campaign underway by the Health Department.   

 Baseline research will need to be done to establish quantifiable baseline goals but in 

general the Program goals include;  
a. Reduce crashes by 10 percent in five years for bicyclists, motorists and 

pedestrians. 

b. Double the bikeway network (to 100 miles of bikeways) by 2018.   
c. Encourage more walking and transit, less driving. 

d. Develop healthier street ecology 
 

 
VI. Schedule tentative future meetings for remainder of year  

 Meetings will be held quarterly. 

 Focus of the first official meeting, with the advocacy group representatives, will be a 

review of the Subdivision Regulation. 
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VII. Discuss complete streets procedures for public and private projects
